The  reafon  why  our  Well  Indian  cof- 
fee is  not  fo  good  as  the  Yemen  coffee 
is,  that  on  account  of  the  climate  it  is 
never  fuffered  to  hang  on  the  trees  till 
it  is  perfedlly  ripe  ; and  in  the  voyage 
it  acquires  a tafte  from  the  bad  air  in 
the  hold  of  the  fliip.  This  may  be  re 
nedied  in  Italy,  by  expofin'g  it  to  the 
lun  two  or  threecniontHs  : with  us,  boil- 
ng  water  Ihould  Vapoured  on  it,  and 
let  to  (land  till  il^il.cAld,  theu  it  mull  bt- 
walhcd  with  other  calckwater,  and  laft- 
ly,  dried  in  an  oven.  Thus  prepared 
it  will  be  nearly  as  good  as  the  bell  Tur- 
key coffee;  It  Ihould  be  roafted  lb  an 
open  earthen  or  iron  pan,  and  the  flow- 
er it  is  roafted  the  better.  As  often  as 
it  crackles  it  inuft  be  taken  off  the  fire, 
file  Turks  often  road  it  in  a baker’s 
oven  while  it  is  heating. 

The  prefervation  of  yeall  havinA 
been  a fubjedt  of  much  reicarch  in  this 
country,  the  following  particulars  may 
perhaps  deferve  attention.  On  the  coalt 
of  Perlia  my  bread  was  made,  in  the 
Englifti  manner,  of  good  wheat  flour, 
and  with  the  yeall  generally  ufed  there. 
It  is  thus  prepared— take  a Iinall  tea 
cup  or  wineglafs  full  of  fplit  or  bruifed 
peafe,  pour  on  them  a point  of  boiling 
water,  and  fet  the  whole  in  a vcflel  all 
night  on  the  hearth,  or  any  other  warm 
place  ; the  water  will  be  a good  yeaft, 
and  have  a frath  on  its  top  next  morn- 
ing. In  this  cold  climate,  efpecially  at 
a cold  feafon,  it  Ihould  H ind  longer  to. 
ferment,  perhaps  twenty-four  or  forty 
ight  hours,  and  the  quantity  of  peafe 
'hould  bt  larger  ; experienc*  mud  de 
term  ..c  this.  The  above  quantity 
inadi  me  as  much  bread  as  a half  quar- 
ter loaf,  the  quality  of  Which  was  very

butter  was  frefh  when  it  was  melted 

We  preferve  butter  moftly  by  ialt!ncr._ 
I hive  had  butter,  which  when  frefh 
wi>  melted  and  fcummed  in  the  Tartar 
manner,  and  then  falted  in  our  manner, 
which  kept  two  years  good  and  fine  tail- 
ed. Wathing  does  not  fo  effectually 
free  butter  from  the  curd  and  butter- 
milk, which  it  is  neceffary  to  do,  in  or- 
ded  to  preferve  it,  as  boiling  or  melting  ; 
whin  then  fait  is  added  to  prevent  the 
pure  butyrous  part  from  growing  rancid, 
we  certainly  have  the  bed  procefs  for 
preferving  butter.  The  melting  or 
boiling,  if  done  with  care,  does  not  dif- 
coliur  or  injure  the  tali'. 

To  the  lovers  of  coffee,  a few  re- 
narks on  the  Turkilh  manner  of  making 
i,  in  the  beft  way,  may  not  be  unaccep- 
table. 

Coffee  to  be  good,  mud  either  be 
ground  to  an  almoft  impalpable  powder, 
or  itmuft  be  pounded  as  the  Turks  do. 
in  an  iron  mortar,  with  a heavy  psftle. 
The  Turks  firft  put  the  coffee  dry  into 
the  coffee  pot,  and  fet  it  over  a very  flow 
fire,  or  embers,  till  it  is  warm,  and  fends 
fiotth  a fragrant  fmell,  linking  it  often  ; 
than,  from  another  pot  they  pour  on  it
